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EXPLANATION  OF  NUMBERING  AND  ARRANGEMENT 

Nathaniel  Brown  of  whom  this  genealogy  treats  is  in  all  proba¬ 
bility  the  Nathaniel  Brown  who  is  ylOO  in  the  "Brown  Genealogy"  by 
Cyrus  Henry  Brown  and.  also  in  IVhoeler's  "History  of  Stonington.  " 

In  this  genealogy  he  is  number  4ixe(£).  Number  one  (1)  is  Thomas 
Brown  the  immigrant  ancestor,  and  the  numbers  down  to  six  (6)  give 
the  direct  male  line.  From  number  six  on,  nearly  all  the  descend¬ 
ants  of  Nathaniel  Brown  except  the  eleventh  generation  are  given 
numbers.  Numbers  seven  (7)  to  fourteen  (14)  inclusive  are  the  sev¬ 
enth  generation,  fifteen  (15)  to  fifty-two  (52)  are  the  eighth  gen¬ 
eration,  fifty-three  (53)  to  one  hundred  twenty-one  (121)  o,re  the 
ninth  generation,  and  one  hundred  twenty-two  (122)  to  one  hundred 
ninety-six  (196)  inclusive  are  the  tenth  generation.  A  star  or 
asterick  (*)  before  one  of  the  children  of  a  couple  indicates  that 
the  name  is  carried  forward  and  that  more  details  about  the  life 
and  family  of  the  person  will  be  found  in  its  proper  numerical  or¬ 
der  elsewhere  in  this  book. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Nathaniel  Brown  had  8  children, 

40  grandchildren,  77  great-grandchildren,  77  great -great -grandchil¬ 
dren,  and  to  date  77  great -great -great -grandchildren  making  a  total 
of  285  known  descendants.  Of  those,  3  grandchildren,  56  great-grand¬ 
children,  73  great-great -grandchildren,  and  76  great -great -great¬ 
grandchildren,  making  a  total  of  193  descendants,  are  still  (Novem¬ 
ber  1,  1933)  alive,  living  in  16  states  and  provinces. 


I  HISTORY  OF  THE  FAMILY  NAME  "BROWN" 


The  name  Brown  has  many  orthographic  peculiarities. 
The  first  Brown  was  so  called  because  of  his  dark  swarthy 
complexion;  Browning  was  the  son  of  Brown;  Brownell  was 
the  mighty  Brown:  Brownlee,  the  Brown  who  lived  in  a  pas¬ 
ture;  Brownlow,  the  Brown  who  lived  on  a  hill.  Various 
forms  are  Boown,  Bown,  Braum,  Brouun,  Browne,  Borwnn, 

Brune  and  Brown. 

The  name  Brown  is  of  frequent  occurrence  in  early 
New  England  records.  One  Hundred  and  twenty -seven  Browns 
emigrated  to  America  before  1700.  Over  thirteen  hundred, 
a  regiment  by  themselves,  served  in  the  Revolution  from 
Massachusetts  alone.  According  to  the  " Herald’s"  College, 
England,  the  Browns  have  been  granted  one  hundred  fifty- 
six  coats -of -arms . 

The  name  has  been  borne  in  the  United  States  by  men 
of  mark  in  law,  politics,  business  and  letters,  including 
John  Brown,  the  great  Abolitionist,  whose  "soul  goes 
marching  on, " 

The  name  Brown  with  all  its  variations  means 
"brown. "  At  the  period  when  the  growth  of  the  population 
demanded  something  more  than  a  given  name  to  distinguish 
one  individual  from  another  there  were  many  dark-complex¬ 
ioned  persons  who  were  known  as  "John  le  Brun, "  or  "Wymorc 
le  Broune,"  and  these  words  came  to  distinguish  their 
children  as  well  as  themselves,  though  many  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  may  have  been  blonds.

IATHANIEL  BROWN  born  Feb.  7  >  1754  probably  at  St  oiling  ton.  Conn.  , 
married  1782  Abigail  daughter  of  John  Collins  of  Stoning ton. 

This  marriage  took  place  according  to  old  family  records  Jlst 
day,  3rd  month,  1782  but  the  official  record  has  not  been  found 
in  Stoning ton  or  in  the  state  of  Connecticut  or  in  the  Friends 
records.  The  couple  removed  early  to  New  York  State  maybe  to 
Dutchess  County,  but  more  likely  to  Saratoga  County.  According 
to  family  tradition  lie  was  drowned  from  a  ferry  in  the  Hudson 
River  on  August  23,  1788  when  he  jumped  into  the  water  to  save 
his  team  of  horses  that  had  backed  from  the  ferry  as  they  were 
crossing  the  river.  Augustus  Brown  son  of  John  at  the  age  of 
92  says  this  occurred  north  of  West  Point,  but  on  April  17> 

1786  letters  of  administration  were  granted  his.  widow  "of  the 
Saratoga  District"  and  the  1790  census  lists  an  Abigail  Brown 
in  Hoosick,  Rensselaer  County.  In  the  same  town  were  Rufus, 
Henry  and  Cyrus  Brown  who  may  have  been  brothers  of  Nathaniel. 

In  1793  we  find  Abigail  married  again  to  William  Odell  and  liv¬ 
ing  in  Ballston  Saratoga  County,  N.Y.  ,  where  Collins  Odell  was 
born  March  pl>  1793-  Collins  Odell  is  recalled  by  "Uncle  Gus" 
as  a  half  brother  of  his  grandfather  Nathaniel.  As  Nathaniel 
was  28  years  old  when  he  married  Abigail  in  1782  just  after  the 
close  of  the  Revolution  it  is  thought  that  he  fought  in  that 
war.  Just  which  one  of  several  Nathaniel  Browns  who  enlisted 
from  Connecticut  has  not  been  determined.  It  is  likely  that  he 
was  the  "Nathaniel  Brown,  Jr.,"  mentioned  on  a  pay  abstract  re¬ 
corded  Volume  8,  page  216  of  the  Connecticut  Historical  Society 
records  dated  September  6,  1781  Regiment  Col.  Smith,  Capt.  Mor¬ 
gans  Com.  The  officers  of  this  company  were  from  New  Jordon 
near  Stonington. 

Among  the  papers  of  John  Wood  Brown  was  a  small  Quaker  book 
now  in  the  possession  of  the  author,  which  was  left  in  the  will 
of  John  Collins  "of  Stonington"  to  his  daughter  Abigail.  It  con 
tains  the  signatures  of  John  Collins,  Abigail,  and  her  son  Nath¬ 
aniel.  Nathaniel  Brown  who  married  Abigail  is  number  100  in  bhe 
Brown  Genealogy  by  Cyrus  Henry  Brown. 

John  Collirs  father  of  Abigail  was  a  distinguished  Quaker 
preacher  and  for  many  years  sat  at  the  head  of  the  Friends  New 
England  Yearly  Meeting.  He  died  in  Stonington  1778.  His  wife 
was  Elizabeth  daughter  of  Daniel  Bowen.  He  was  the  son  of  John 
Collins  and  Susanna  daughter  of  William  Dagger! .  He  was  the 
grandson  of  a  John  Collins  b.  1632  and  lost  at  sea  in  a  ship¬ 
wreck.  Abigail's  great  great  grandfather  Henry  Collirs  came 
from  England  1635  to  Lynn,  Mass. 

Daniel  Bowen  was  the  son  of  Richard  Bowen  and  his  wife 
Patience  Peck  daughter  of  Joseph  Peck,  son  of  Joseph  Peck  the 
immigrant  who  had  a  line  of  descent  from  Charlemagne  and  several 
Magna  Charta  Barons,  (see  XII)  Richard  Bowen  was  the  son  of  an¬ 
other  Richard  Bowen  who  married  Esther  Sutton  and  the  grandson 
of  Richard  Bowen  the  immigrant  who  came  from  Wales  to  Rehoboth, 
Mass.,  1640  and  is  given  by  Br owning  in  his  "Americans  of  Royal. 
Descent"  as  having  an  ancestry  dating  back  to  Bell  Mawr,  King 
of  Briton  55  B.C.  (see  page  XI)

V  NATHAN  1ST,  BROWN  ( QUAKER  BROWN) 


NATHANIEL  BROWN,  son  of  Nathaniel  Brown  and  Abigail  Collins  was 
only  six  months  of  age  when  his  father  was  drowned.  He  was 
born  according  to  family  records  on  March  11,  1785*  About  1790 
when  he  was  about  five  years  of  age  his  mother  married  William 
("Squire”)  Odell,  of  Ballston,  Saratoga  County,  N.Y. ,  and  on 
March  J>1,  1790  Lis  half  brother  Collins  Odell  wa3  born.  Nath¬ 
aniel's  step-father  William  Odell  served  in  the  Revolution  and 
died  in  Ballston  July  8,  1805.  Collins  Odell  started  the  first

N.Y. ,  and  was 


store  in  the  village  of  Mayfield, 

the  first  postmaster  in  1819*  On  June  27s  1805  Nathaniel  mar¬ 
ried  Cynthia  daughter  of  Abraham  Wood  of  Woods  Hollow  between 
Mayfield  and  Broadalbin.  They  lived  on  the  farm  sometimes 
known  as  the  Lansing  Farm  near  Perrigo's  on  the  old  road  leading 
from  Mayfield  to  Broadalbin.  Nathaniel  became  known  as  'Quaker 
Brown"  and  is  30  mentioned  in  the  History  of  Fulton  County.  His 
mother  being  the  daughter  of  a  quaker  preacher  he  was  apparent¬ 
ly  brought  up  in  that  faith.  In  addition  to  being  a  farmer  it 
is  said  he  was  also  a  quaker  preacher.  He  owned  many  farms  In 
Fulton  County.  The  earmarks,  filed  in  the  town  clerk's  office, 
by  which  he  identified  his  stock,  recorded  about  1820,  is  given 
as  "A  hole  in  the  right  ear."  Nathaniel  when  his  son  John 
failed  in  1858  purchased  the  John  Brown  farm  on  Jackson  Summit 
and  when  he  died  willed  it  to  the  four  youngest  sons  of  John 
Brown.  Nathaniel  died  September  28,  I0S5  and  Cynthia  on  April 
1,  1862.  They  are  both  buried  in  the  Broadalbin  cemetery  on  a 
lot  fronting  the  main  road  and  next  to  the  west  lot  lino.

County  he  was  one  of  the  first  manufacturers  of  gloves  and  mit¬ 
tens.  He  employed  several  cutters  and  many  makers.  He  sold 
gloves  and  mittens  all  over  New  York  and  in  New  England  where 
he  drove  with  his  team.  It  is  told  how  he  kept  his  money  hid 
in  the  grain  box  under  the  seat.  He  owned  and  brought  up  his 
family  on  a  farm  at  Jackson  Summit  three  miles  north  of  May- 
field.

ABRAM  CLOSE,  son  of  Peter  Close  and  Mary  Ann  Brown  was  born  in 
Mayfield,  N.Y. ,  September  16,  1827 .  He  received  a  good  educa¬ 
tion  and  at  the  age  of  18  began  to  learn  the  art  and  trade  of 
glove  making.  About  1851  he  engaged  in  mercantile  pursuits 
and  for  half  a  century  was  a  merchant  of  Mayfield.  His  first 
partner  was  John  Wood  Brown  (See  v,:9)  and  later  Amos  Christie 
(See  #47)  the  firm  being  Close  and  Christie.  In  l8o9  they  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  manufacture  of  gloves  and  mittens  and  continued 
in  successful  operation  until  the  death  of  Abram  December  <-  J , 
1900.  When  in  1887  their  store  was  destroyed  by  fire.it  was 
at  once  replaced  by  the  large  brick  block  still  standing  (19 33 •  ) 
Abram  Close  was  constantly  in  public  service.  He  was  post¬ 
master  55  years  and  17  years  justice  of  the  peace  and  notary 
public .  He  was  a  member  of  the  Society  of  Friends  and  a  Repub¬ 
lican.

He  fought  in  the  cavalry  where  he 
gained  the  rank  of  sergeant.  He  was  in  several  important  en¬ 
gagements  and  was  one  time  captured  and  in  Libby  Prison.  Fol¬ 
lowing  the  war  he  returned  to  Mayfield  where  he  has  made  it  his 
home  ever  since.  For  years  he  lieved  in  the  old  Brown  homestead 
at  Jackson  Summit  and  since  in  the  village.  He  was  called 
"Uncle  Gus"  by  his  many  nephews  and  nieces  and  as  he  was  the 
only  surviving  civil  war  veteran  in  the  town  he  was  called 
"Uncle  Gus"  by  the  entire  community.  He  never  married;  has  never 
used  tobacco;  and  has  always  led  a  most  examplary  life.  "Uncle 
Gus"  was  a  member  of  the  famous  Black  Horse  Cavalry,  (7th  N.Y. 
Cavalry)  and  in  the  10th  N.Y.  Cavalry.  He  was  in  the  battles  of 
Antietam,  Brandy  Station,  Spottsylvania  and  Cold  Harbor.  He 
shook  hands  with  Lincoln  and  v/as  present  at  Lee's  Surrender.
